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Garbage Lesson 


The second Monday in March is still quite a few Mondays 
away, but if anybody is planning to present any proposition 
to the town meeting this coming year, it might be well to 
start thinking of it right away. Events of the last few months 
have demonstrated that it takes more than just a desire and 
an appropriation to translate something into actual fact.

Last March we voted for garbage removal. Now, as Sep- 
tember comes to its closing days, not one person in Andover 
has had the town collect one single scrap of garbage. In March 
the town meeting obviously wanted very much to start town 
collection of garbage, and the vote was very overwhelming. 
The sentiment was so keen, indeed, that as something of a 
corollary, the town’s tercentenary program was defeated, for 
there were many in the meeting who resented the shunting 
aside of the garbage appropriation by the finance committee 
and the approval of the celebration fund. So now here we are 
with a war over, no anniversary planned, and no garbage 
collected. 


The finance committee disapproved the garbage appropri- 
ation on the grounds that. there was insufficient information 
available, and this did burn people up, because they felt that 
sufficient information should haye been available. But the 
burden of proof must necessarily be on the persons submit- 
ting a proposition, for the finance committee cannot sit down 
months beforehand and try to conjure up what plans may be 
forthcoming at town meetings. Nor is it that committee’s job 
to line up specifications, compute costs, etc. Possibly the 
committee could have saved itself some castigation if in Its 
report it had been’ somewhat more verbose, and explained 
that the principal proponent of the plan had no idea of just 
whose garbage was to be collected. As it turned out, however, 
the town did want its garbage collected and it felt that those 
who submitted the article in the warrant had looked into 
the problem more than they apparently did. 


But possibly it will all turn out right in the end. 
Eventually our garbage will be collected by the town. There 
can be another gain for the town, however, if only those who 
want certain things done will remember that they must In 
fairness present a complete report to the finance committee 
beforehand. The time to start is now; next February will 
be too late,
